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REPORT OF SCHOOL BOARD. 


With the exception of about fifteen weeks we have closed 
a period of six years of school life under supervision approved 
and partially paid for by the state. The results have not met 
the expections of the most sanguine. There has been an in- 
crease of expenditures without, as is thought, a corresponding 
increase in efficient scholarship. 

The tendency has-been to paralyze local public spirit, to 
drop responsibility, and to overload the curriculum or crowd 
out of the curriculum what would seem most essential for the 
large per cent of our pupils who leave school in their early 
teens and are not able to take an extended course of instruc- 
tion. A course of study especially adapted to that class of 
students of limited time should be made out and pushed with 
all energy and thoroughness, and too much emphasis cannot 
be placed on that one word thorough. One page a term, if that 
is all that can be handled, is far better than more partially 
understood, losing self reliance and inviting desultory habits 
of study. 

The crowding from one grade to another, whether sufficient- 
ly advanced to receive benefits of the instruction in the higher 
grade, cannot be too strongly deprecated. It is an injury to 
the scholar. 

The trend of events, however, is towards centralizing of 
our public schools and management by the state. A problem 
still to be worked out in our ease. 

During the past year we have been successful, in the main, 
in securing\a good corps of teachers who have worked faith- 
fully for the welfare of their schools, handicapped in some 
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instances by conditions over which they could have no contro! 
that have materially detracted from the legitimate results of 
their labors. 

Considerable portion of our funds in the past year have 
been expended on our school buildings which places them in 
good condition necessitating only minor repairs in near future. 

Owing to stringency in money market, we thought best to 
close the schools at the end of the 25th and 26th weeks, instead 
of the 30th, not knowing how we could well pay out more 
money than we had nor feeling ourselves privileged to incur 
debt without first asking the average taxpayers whether they 
eould well afford a larger appropriation for educational 
purposes.
